His bid 
to form a right-of-center govern- 
ment was the closest try so far.

President Eisenhower's address before the 
National Junior Chamber of Commerce in Min- 
neapolis ig notable for its strong indorsement 
of the United Nations and the practice as well 
as the principle of collective action. 

Taking notice of the “unhappy murmuring” 
about the U.N., the President said it was easy to 
understand the dismay of many who have grown 
impatient. As he put it, “none of us is above the 
irritation and frustration over the seemingly 
vain and tedious processes of political discourse 
in times of great crisis.” 

The President also showed his understanding 
of the two conflicting concepts of what the U.N. 
is good for—the free world's concept that the 


P. N. should be a constructive forum for free 


discussion of the world’s problems and an agency 
for helping fo solve these problems peacefully 
as against the Communist concept of the sound- 
ing board for anti-democratic propaganda. 

But the Minneapolis speech went still further 
in its appreciation of the role of the U.N. For 
the President then expressed himself in words 
that deserve much repeating, especially among 
many of the Republicans in the Senate and the 
House. He said: 


The truth is that even if the United Na- 
tions were to conform to the concept held 
by the free nations, it would still be bound 
to show infinite variety of opinion, sharp 
on of debate, slow movement to de- 

cision.

self. And what should we want to see in 


such a but the whole truth—at such 
a time er struggle. 


President Eisenhower dealt with other im- 
portant matters—national security, the defense 
budget, the air force cuts and 30 on. Yet what 
he said ‘about keeping the nations of the free 
world together can be given a first priority. 

For in his reaffirmation of U.N., the President 
was seemingly ade ng himself directly to 
that dangerous element in his own party which 
seems to want nothing more than it wants to 
discredit the U.N. Regardless of what Senator 
Taft of Ohio sald at Cincinnati there was no 
mistaking his purpose. He may not have used 
the words “go it alone” but that was the sub- 
stance of his message. And the alacrity with 


‘ which Senator Knowland of California took it 


up, suggests that the Assistant Majority Leader 
was in no doubt as to the Taft meaning. 

The Bricker resolution to put obstacles in the 
way of the President’s conduct of foreign rela- 
tions is a channel through which this anti-U.N. 
feeling also runs. Senator Brieker's group does 
not say openly that it would like to get this coun- 
try out of the U.N., but here again purpose is 
clear, 

We applaud the President for this issue-join- 
ing emphasis at the outset of his swing into the 
northern farm area. It is a beginning which sug- 
gests that other evidences of leadership may well 
be forthcoming.

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Setback in Rome 

Ita government will be even weaker than 
it was in the last few years unless a review of 
some 1,250,000 allegedly invalid ballots gives the 
ruling De Gasperi blec a popular majority. 

The returns from this week's elections now 
show that the government parties received only 
13,487,086 votes—good fer $08 geats in the 
Chamber of Deputies, The opposition parties 
of the Right and Left won 387 geats with the 
Communists emerging as the second strongest 
party in the country, Since the Reds and the 
Monarchists and Fascists have one thing in 
common, opposition to the government, the De 
Gasperi 16-yote working majority is uncom- 
fortably close, 

But if the re-dxamination of the ballots gives 
the Premier’s parties, now credited with 49.7 
per cent of the vote, a@ majority, then under the 
law signed by President Eingudi on April 1, 
they will automatically get 66. per cent of the 
Chamber seats, gufficient for firm government. 

While the Premier and his followers may still 
hope for this bonus, the unpleasant fact is that 
they lost 44 seats while all the opposition parties 
made gains, They also suffered a setback in the 
contests far the Senate, emerging with enly 125 
of the 243 places, an uncomfortable majority of 
seven. 

This immediately recalls the tight situation of 
Britain's last Labor government when gick men

Just as in science we cannot advance 
except as we take over what we inherit, 
so in statecraft no generation can safely 
start at scratch. The subject matter of 
science is recorded observation of the ex- 
ternal world; the subject matter of the 
statecraft is the soul of man, and of that 
too there are records—the records I am 
talking about today. 

The imagination can be purged and the 
judgment ripened only by an awareness of 
the slow, hesitant, 
wayward course of 
human life, its fail- 
ures, its successes,

from within, it ig threatened from without; 
it faces a test which it may fail to pass. 
The choice is ours whether, if we hear 
the pipes of Pan, we shall stampede like 
a frightened flock, forgetting all those 
professions on which we have claimed to 
ur polity.

I do not say that these will suffice; who 
knows but we may be on a slope which 
leads down to aboriginal savagery. But of 
this I am sure: if we are to escape, we 
must not yield a foot upon demanding es 
fair field and an honest race to all ideas. 
“Blame not before thou has examined; un- 
derstand first and then rebuke. Answer 
not before thou hast heard; interrupt not 
in the midst of speech.”
